The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art 
has been found or presented that either teaches or fairly suggests the of a two-part 
adhesive comprising "(a) an adhesive part being a mixture formed from (I) an 
ethylenically unsaturated monomer selected from the group consisting of acrylate ester 
monomer, methacrylate ester monomer, or mixtures thereof, (II) a metal molybdate, (III) 
an ethylenically unsaturated carboxylic acid selected from the group consisting of acrylic 
acid, methacrylic acids or mixtures thereof, wherein said adhesive part is substantially 
free of a metal salt of an ethylenically unsaturated carboxylic acid; and (b) an activator 
part which includes a free radical generator," as herein recited and claimed. The 
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reference to Righettini is cited of interest to show typical reactive adhesive compositions 
similar to that claimed herein. The monomeric constituents differ, as shown by the 
Abstract. Since there are no other issues regarding the clarity or enablement of the 
claims, these claims are deemed to contain allowable subject matter.
